A committee from the Junior Chamber of Commerce appeared before the Council, Mr, Joe King, Ohair-
men, atated that the Junlor Ohamber of Oommerce at a recent meeting, had voted unanimously to sugsest
to the Oity Ocuncil that the proposed baseball field to be built on the Butler tract recently purchased
by the City be callad FDlnoh Tdeld" in honor of Mr. Pilly Disch, who has done so much for bassball in
Avetin, and in Texas, . '

The Mayor asied for a vote on this suggestion, and the following vote prevailed; Ayes, Councilmen

| A committee from the Senlor Chamber of Oommerce appeared before the Oouncil, Mr. E. B. Moody,
Cheirman, preeented a sketch of the proposed new bhathhouse and pavillion for Barton Springs, drewn by
the firm of Driscoll and Groos, architects, and asked that the Oouncil glve their recommendations serious
consideration in the dudget for 1942, Af At is not poseihle to do this work Auring the present year, The
approximate cost of theé bathhouse and pavillion is estimated at £70,000, Mr. Moody stated that his
5 committee would suggest that this work be started at the end of the bathing season so that it would be
ready for the season of 1942. . The Mayor thanked the committee for their work and their suggestions but
i stated that it wquld'be impoaéiblénto undertake such a projJect this year due to the leck of funds; how-
; .over,the Qouncil would take 1t under advisement for future consideration.

gr. S, Ferris appeared before the Oouncil and presented petiticns asking for the improvement of
Bast 6th atrgot. from the point where it crosses the railroad tracks eaet to the Anteresection of Dast
?f 16t street, near the Montopolis Bridge. This matter wae referred to the Qity Manager to have an estimate
made of the cost of such improvement and to see if a plan could be worked out with the County and State
a8 a part of the street 48 in the County end 1s considered a project which should be bullt by the Oity,
County and State.
